Ken-To and Peng-an-To districts ” — “The 
entry of the Russian bluajackats to the capital 
has been stopped.” 

News is coming from Kansnu, according to 
a Peking despatch, confirming the ides tha‘ 
everything is quiet there. Tie rum-ur of a 
revolt of Tung Fu-hsiang is apparently caused 
by the fact that the Governor- General of Shen- 
kun had given ordrs a few weeks azo to a 
Mohammedan mililary mandarin to enlist rold- 
iers for the Governor-Ganeral of Szechuan for 
the suppression of the rebellion in that province, 
which orders, huwever, were subsequently with- 
drawn.

The two men were brpught to this office 
by Inspector Williamson, Tsimshatsui, who 
vouched for their bona fides. Lai Yun Siog 
and Cheung Mun ara, as we have already in- 
dicated, seamau and engineer respectively on 
the Yaumali ferry-lannch Lee /’ing, and both 
are deserving of the best recognition for 
their brave act, which fndoubtedly resulted 
ia the saving cf three |lives, This is not 
the first occasion on which Lai Yun Sing has 
snatched a felow-being from death, for he pos- 
scsses the Belilios bronzs medal for s ving the 
life of a would-be suicide in the harbour several 
years back. The story is best told in the words 
of the certificate he received at the time, and 
which- reads:—“ ‘Chis is} to certify that on 
the 15th day of Febrnary, 1895, Lai Yun 
Sing, fireman on board the steam launch 
Kam On, gallantly rescued a Chinese woman 
from death by drowving/in the harbour, Vic- 
toria, Hongkong. ‘The woman was a passenger 
on the steam-launch, and jwhen- tha launch was 
at full speed and passing Kowloon.

Huntor as to post-mortem, etc., on the dead 
body of the boy; from Mr. Figy, proving 
there was a galo blowing in the Colony about 
the time these two houses collapsed, during 
which gale we were informed 89 ather houses 
fell; and from the Poli-e Inspector) who found 
the body among the ruins—we came to the 
evidence of a witness who was supposed to 
have actually seen the céllapse; this man, a | 
bricklayer, in the ccursa of his evidence 
stated that he lived in a house on the 
opposite side ‘of the street to No| 10 and on 
the night in question was looking out of the 
window and saw the wall of No. |10 collapse, 
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8 
fall on to the roof of No. 12 and carry 
“it to the ground; but when requested by the 
court to repeat his statement said he saw the 
roof of No, 12:fall in first and it was followed 
by the wall of No. 10. In fact it seemed to ns 
that he didnot know for certain what he did 
see, Now, regarding No. 12, the honse iv or 
under which the boy was undoubtedly killed, 
this house was proved by two witnesses who lived 


in it to be in a very bad state of repair, in fact. 


-in the rainy season it was practically untenable, 
a house that was just as likely to collapse during 
a typhoon as No. 10. On the 2od of August 
last both these houses fell, This was practically 
the whole of the evidence. 

Now, Sir, it is all very well to be very 
explicit and take elaborate pains, as the 
Crown did, to prove that No. 10 was erected 
by the prisoners in a very careless and neglig- 
ent manner. and -by so doing had broken 
the law laid down in the building ordinance, but 
when they utterly fail to prove as the Crown 
unquestionably did that this negligence, this 
breaking of the law on the part of the prisoners, 
was directly or indirectly the cause of the death 
of the boy, well then, I fail to see how they 
could reasonably expect the jury to refrain from 
giving the verdict they did, and as for the 
Attorney-General saying we had disregarded 
the law by giving a verdict of “ Not Guilty,” I 
maintain that that statement was absolutely 
unfounded and ont of place, and was contrary 
to. the Chief Justice in his summing-up, when 
he told,us emphatically that unless we were 
satisfied that the fall of No. 12 was caused by 
the fall of No. 10 we ought to find the prisoners 
not guilty. The whole case thus turns on a 
pivot. “Did No. 10 cause ‘by its fall the death 
of the boy? There was nothing to prove that 
it did so; perchance it did, perhaps it did, but, 
Sir, we were there as jurors not to give our ver- 
dict on such a grave charge as manslaughter on 
chances.or possibili.ies, but ‘‘a jast verdict give 
according to the evidence,” on solid fucts alone, 
and if the Crown dida't produce those facts, 
well, then they have themselves to thank for the 
consequences. 

Now for the rider which has elicited such a 
storm of abuse and by which we are alleged to 
have stultified our verdict (in all due respect I 
think the word multiplied, not stultified, would 
haye been more appropriate in this case), let me 
endeavour to bring to your notice the facts that 
prompted us to add it. Mr. Tooker in the 
course of his evidence stated that no supervision 
@ whatever by the P.W.D. had besn given over 
. this addition ty No. 10 nor to the uther nine addi- 
tions which the prisoners were erecting at the 


same time. He further stated that about threo 


weeks after tle collapse he visited the sceva of the 
disaster and. when asked for what purpose he 
went, said to examine and see whether the 
building had originally been erected accordin g 
to plan ornot. ‘ 

Sarely, Sir, prevention is better than cure ; 
better to see that a house is properly built and 
according to plan, during erection, than wait 
until it collapses {o find out whother the law laid 

«down in the building ordinance has been complied 
with and that the plan has been followed and 
carried out. If the law has been made, whose 
duty is it to see that it has beon complied with P 
Surely somebody's, I wonder - how many 
houses are still standing in the Colony which 
have undergone the same scant treatment as 
No 10 at the hands of so-called overseers ; pro- 
bably the next typhoon seagon will answer this 
question only too forcibly. Let us refer to 
the ordinance and- see what it says. Wo find 
under Section 75 in plain English :-— Upon 
rec ipt of notice (of the intention of starting 
work) the Surveyor-General or officers deputed 
by him for that purpose, shall, as often as may 
be necessary for securing the due observance of 
the ; rovisions of this ordinance, enter, tnspect 
and survey every such building or work during 
tts progress. 

ow, Sir, from this we can see on whom the 
duty falls; and if there are apy convenient 
loopholes, or instances where the P.W.D. are 
exempt from supervising or occasionally in- 
pecting buildings which are being erected for 
human ‘babitation, the soouer that exemption is 

- annulled the better ; if that exemption is made 
on acce:int of the staff being undermanned, let 
the numbers be augmented as soon as possible, 
let public money be spent on an efficient body 
of men who-are capable of doing their work in 
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a proper and efficient nianner, antd; to use the 
words of otir rider, let the authorities adopt 
more stringent measures to prevent honses 
being built in such 8 manner as in the case 


over which we gave our verdict, where men‘ 


are left entirely to themselves, without any 
supervision whatever, to crect buid‘ngs in sucha 
manuer as to render them dangerous for humano 
habitation and the public at large. 

It is no god crying over spilt milk ; better 
prevent it from bsing spilt, and if the 
precautions taken in the past have proved in- 


sufficient to cope with the evil, adopt more siring- - 


ent measures to prevent it in the future. If 
stronger measures ara adopted, more. vigilance 
displayed, I feel sure house collapses wiil beco:ne 
less frequent. Builders or contractors may 
become fewer in numbers.but of better-quality, 
aud there will be a less demand for scapegoats.

SEQUEL TU A COMPRATORE'S FRAUDS. 

In this o se the lysing shop claimed from 
Messrs. Lauts, Wegener & Co. the sum of 
$1,125, restricted to $1,00, as damages for the 
non-delivery of 1U0 cass of beer, being part of 
200 cas -s.purchased by the plaintiffs from the 
defendants and paid for on 23rd Juna, 1502, the 
other portion of which, namely, 100 cases, was 
taken delivery of by the plaintiffs on cr about 
30th June, 1902. 

Mr. J. Hastings cof Messrs. Deacon & 
Hastings, solicitors, appeared for the plaintiff 
firm, aud Mr. G. C. U. Master of Messrs, 
Johnson, Stokes & Master, solicitors, for the 
defend ‘nts. 

Mr. Hastings, in his op: ning statement, said 
that the plaintiffs had had several large transac- 
tions for sevon years with the defendants, and 
following’ tbs practice in the case of Chinese 
dealing with Kuropeans, the t-ansactions had 
been carried on through the agency cf plaintiff's 
compradore, Tefondaut’s agent, Chak A Tong, 
came.to the plaintiffs cowpradore in June, 
1962, asking for an order for beer. An order 
was: given for 2U0 ca es. The price in the 
agreement was $9.25, but they were suing on 
the present market price, which had gone up to 
$11.25. A sum of $1,850 was paid to the 
compradore to cuver the transaciion and on 
30th Juno 100 cas 8 were delivered. Although 
repeated applications were mads for the 
delivery of the remaining 100 cases, plaintiffs 
could not get them. Then the compradore 
absconded. Pl.intiffs wrote to the defendants 
and a long correspondence ensued, the result of 
which was the present p ocesdings. 


- Among the wituesses examined wa; Mr. J. 


J. Focke, partner in the defendant firm, Ip 
‘lune, ho said, he was the only partner of the 
firm in Hongkong and was in charge of every- 
thing. Their course of business with regard to 
selling of goods, such as beer for instance, was 
for their compradore to go round and 
solicit orders; when he obtained an order il 
was refe-red to the firm for settlement 
as to- delivery; terms cf payment, etc. The 
compradore was not authorised to sell beer 
to whom he liked, when he liked, or at 
what price he liked. All transactious required 
to have hia (witnéss') siznature bafore a settle- 
ment could be made. Ag Ferards the method 
of delivery after settlement, the dealé- wou'd 
send a request in Chineze or English to the com- 
pradore’s-office. After he had signed it, and ar- 
ranged about it, the delivery order book was used. 
No case could be delivered out of the godown 
without his:‘signature. He had no transactions 
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with thé Tysing firm during June. Tho last 
transaction they had with the Tysing firm was 


on 13th May. Since then they had had no! It is doubtful w 


transactions with the firm for the sale of beer, 
to their knowledge. He had never heard from 
the compradore about this alleged eale of beer 
at $9.25. He had not gold any beer at $9.25 
in June, The last so'd to Chineso de:lers at: 
that pric: was yeirsage. The lowest price at 


which this b er was sold to dealers, Chines2 and j 


European, during June was 811.25. He had 
sold thre. cases to their own clerks for their mess 
at $10.50 per case, in June; with that exception 
the price was $11.25, It would have been 


impossible to entertain an offer of $9.25 per case_ 


i: June, He did act send a delivery order for 
1(0 cases to the Tysing firm in June. He did 
sign a delivery order for the delivery of beer to 
Hing Cheong Loong at $11.25 per case. He 
obtained a promissory note for ttat. His com- 
pradore was arrestedjon 19th July and charged 
with forgery. He was bailed out a week later 
and disappeared. Over 500 cases of b-er were 
sold. in June; thess were sold at S11.25, not at 
$9.25. In May he sold some beer to the Tysing 
firm at $11.25, and the litter paid that money. 

Cros:-examined—He had been in- Hongkong 
since the ecd of March. Previous to that he 
was in Swatow. Th compradore when he went 
out soliciting orders knew the price of the bear, 
but no transaction was comp!eted without 
witness's signature. In former sales to the 
Tysing firm the money was collected through the 
compradore. ‘I'he compradore was charged with 
the forgery of promissory notes. Some of his 
books were found to contain many false entries. 
He swindled the firm all rouud. The firm 
had securities for the absconding; compradore ; 
these consisted of property, but they bad not 
got any money yet. 

Mr. Hastings—Do you expect to get any ? 

Witness—I hope so. 

Mr. Hastings—Is it $10:,000 ? 

Wituess—I expect it may be more. Shown the 
delivery order referring to the delivery of beer 
to Hing Cheong Loong, witsess admitted that 
there was no receipt or chop upon it denoting 
that beer had been received; he dil not of 
his own knowledge know that Hing Ch ong 
Loong ever received it. The chop on 
the d-livery order was the Chiue-e godown- 
mau's chop. The promissory note ho had 
from Hing Cheong Loong was one of (hose 
supposed to be forged by the abeconding com- 
pradore. He had nothing to shoy that they 
received tho beer; in fact, Hing Cheong 
Locng denied that he had received it. 
That promi:sory nofe was being charged 
against the campradore, 

This conclude! the evidence. 

The case was adjourned till ‘Tuesday next at 
10.15 a.m.

THE RUMOURED MOVEMENT IN 
THE NORTH-WEST. -

The N.-C. Daily News of the 23rd ult. 
writes :— 

The snake that was scotched, not killed, in 
1900 is rearing i's head menacingly agaio in 
the north-west of China, if the reports thit reach 
us from foreigners couversant with what is 
going on in Kansu are correct, and there is 
certrinly no inherent improbability in them. We, 
mentioned yesterday that 4.l00 imperial troops 
had been disbanded by the provincial C mman- 
der-in-Chief of Kansu, under orders from the 
Peking government—which means Yung Lu— 
and had at onca gone over to Tung Fu- 
hsiang. which is not remarkable, as they 

| were previonsly some of Tasg Fu-hsiangs 
men. These men are well provided with modern 
arms, and Tung’s agents are reported to 
be busy enrolling recruits throughout the 
north-west, Large quantities of war material 


Hongkong 
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wore, it is asserted, sent up the Han river for 
Hsiao daring 1900-01, while quick-firing gus 
and ammunition were sent up as lately as last 
October. It is added that Tung Fu-nsiang’s 
10,030. men, who ara divide! into twenty bat- 
tilions of 500 men each. the'r camps being in the 
wilderness between Kaynan and Ninghsia, are 
pail from imperial funds. It is believed that 
‘Tung Fn-hsiang has proclaimed Prince Tuan’s- 
son, the youth whom the Empress Dowager made 
He'r Apparent and then dismi@sed, as Emperor 
of China uader the title of Tung Heit, at tha 
town of the Alashan Mongols, Ting-yuenying, 
two days vorth-west of Ninghsia It is known 
that Pu Chun left Peking for Alashan somo 
little time ago. The palace at Hsian occupied 
by the Empress Dowager after her flight from 
Peking is being got ready to receive the vow 
kmperor Tuug Hsii; while ‘Tang Fu-hsiang’s 
agents wero to have seized Chéagtu, the capital 
of Szechnen, but this scheme was frustrated for 
the time. by the arrival of the now Viceroy of 
Szechuen, ‘Tséo Chan-hsuen, 

It is believed that Yung Lu is privy to all 
this, though it is h-rd to imagine that he is a 
conseuting party tothe setting up of a rival 
Emperor ot the Wost; but there have been, as 
wo havo said before, a number of indications 
that something serious is imminent. The 
p:opcsad absorption by the Government of the 
telegraphs throughout the empire is a s‘ep that 
will slrevgthen the bands of the Government 
and may be disastrous to foreigners in the ovent 
of trouble. It seems certain that the Govern rent 
is not supporting Viceroy ‘I's¢n in his efforts to 
put dowa disorder in Szechuen ; and it is, to say 
tho least, remarkab'e that China's leading states- 
man, Chang Chih-tung, has been removed from 
Nauking and has not been given any other 
past; one of the suppositions connected with 
him beiag that he will come (o Shanghai to 


-| conclude tho commercial treaties that. are still 


being nego:iated; and another that he is to bs 
the virtual Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs nt Poking or Tientsin. On the other 
hand, it is believad in the north that Yuog Lu 
is working (o get-his son-in-law, Princa Chun, 
the Emperor's younger brother, made Heir 
Apprrent, but it, is more probable that shoald 
Prince Chun have a son, it is on that sou that 
the doubtful bcou of being Heir Apparent to 
the throne of China will be conforred. 

With Liu Kung-yi dead and Chang Chib- 
tung practically dismissed from office, there 
may be a considsrable change in the Yangtze 
Val'ey. Fereigners have confidence in ‘luau 
Fang, the Acting Viceoy at Wuching, but it 
is deabtful if he can afford to take the per- 
manent upporintment, and if he is a strong 
enough man for tho position. He showed great 
mor.| courage in 190) whn ha decided to 
disobey the orders he recaived from Poking, 
and to protest the missionaries in his province, 
and for this he will always be regarded with 
high admiration by foreigners in Chioa, but it 
iy still ‘o be sven whether he has the strength 
necessa-y to maintain order in the Yaugtsze 
Valley. Wei Kuang-tao, the new Nanking 
Viceroy, is to a great extent aa uoknown mau, 
and his ability to perform the task set him has 
still (o be learnt. 

Those who do not bolieve that any outbre:k 
is to bs feared at present oxplaia that Tung 
Fu-hsiang is only acting in self dofence, and 
that he has no mischievous intentious whatever. 
Ho has already recaivel orders from Peking 
to lay down his arms, bat declined, knowing 
that the next step would be that a force would 
ba sent to s3iz9 him; and hig army is only 
maintained to protect himself from renewed 
attempts to take him prisoner. We have rot 
the material to determine where the truth Les 
among thes) various reports; that mac 
apprehevsion and nneasiness exist, is certain.
